In an ordinary business trans- 
action, say in the disposal of a horse or 
cow, the greatest precaution is general- 
ly observed against a possible swindle. 
Intimate personal friends, even, will 
seldom complete a Himi)le huslue.ss 
transaction without exchanging receipts. 
But hero is an account of sensible, re- 
spectable and well-to-do girls, in no

"The worst use you can put a man 
to," remarked a philosopher, "is to hang 
him." And the worst use the govei'ii- 
ment in whom is vested the fee simple 
of the James Bay flats can put 
them to is to leave thcui in 
their present condition of iloing 
nothing whatever to them. Years ago 
a proposition was luooted to liuild .a 
sea wall from the foot uf ( )o\ enuiient 
street to Birdcage \\'alk, to fill up the 
flats with city debris and rulihish luilil 
a firm foundation was secured and the 
Hats had been raised to a level with the 
top of the sea wall; then to top dre.ss 
the soil, sow grass seed and plant trees, 
and so give the citizens a [i.ark and 
l)lay ground for their children in the 
centre of the town. The jiroposition 
fell through when the Cariboo bliglit 
settled upon every interest. lu 1^71 
the flats passed with all the other ( 'rown 
property to the Dominion and in the 
handaof the federal government they now 
rest. That gOTcrmocnt does not, want 
— has no use for it; ai\d the title ebbs 
and flows twice daily as it has ebbed 
and flowed ever since, perhaps, .\dam 
ate the first apple, leaving exposed for 
twelve hours out of the twenty -four an 
unsightly and useless deposit of 
mud and scum. Killed up, sowed and 
planted the flats would be a bealthfui 
place of resort, as well as a "joy foi ■ 
ever" in the ncstiils uiul eyes ot tlic 
public. At this time it is an uninvii 
ing and altogether unlovely spot. 
What we think the Town Council 
ahould do is to ask the Dominion gov- 
ernment to hand over the Hats, of 
which they can make no use, to the city 
and that a certain sum be .set a[)art 
each year from the civic reveiuu- for 
lining up and beautifying the tract. .\s 
\'ictoria is to be thf! sanitoriiim of the 
Pacific, what a magnificent site for a 
hotel might bo carved from one corner 
of the reserve —.say the southeast corn 
er at the end of tlic bridge wliere the 
great knobs of rocic raise theii- heads. 
The project, we submit, is really worthy 
of public attention. It has been often 
spoken of before, but the time fur 
cari'ying it out was never so jirojiitions 
as now.

A I£ucli-Starrio& F.ascal comes to 
Grief. 

Several weeks ago iIk; ]iublii.- u.ts 
startled by the annouiieoinent tluit a 
Miss Turpin of liiulitnond, Va., had 
been entraped into marrying a swind- 
ler whcse advertisement for a irovern- 
ess, in tho ('/ntirfnnan, slie liad answer- 
ed. Thursday morning the sciuiiulrel 
was arrested at L l\ i, .Mass., wlieio 1 e 
was living obscurely under the name 
of B. 1'". Adams, and it now ajijiears 
that a more extraordinary career than 
his has never boon known in our crim- 
inal history. Klevoii women of res- 
pectability and more or less property 
have fallen victims to marriage with 
this gay and venerable ap|)earing Lo- 
thario, wLo.se real name is believed to 
be Arthur Merritt, but who has boon 
known in Now Haven, which has ap 
parentlv been his headquarters for 
sonic time, as General jMorton. Morritl 
is a portly man of 60 years, of fine ad- 
dress and ability, and wliou iMi.ss Tur- 
pin rejilied to his advertisement he re- 
prcsontod liinuself as a gentleman of 
wealth having one child with which he 
spent most of his time in traveling, 
llis references were to unexceptionable 
[larties, who roproannled him as being 
a man of largo means and culture. Af- 
ter a personal interview Merritt an- 
nounced to a lady friend of the Tur- 
pins that lie could not think of making 
so accompliBhed a woman as Aliss Tur- 
pin a {{overness, .saying hT> should nev- 
er be happy unless the lady consented 
to become his wile. At length, at tho 
advice of friends, j\li.s.s Turpin consent- 
ed and they were married. Before 
starting on tho hoh(?ymooii i^Ierritt got 
a draft for S763ion*a Chicago bank 
caidied in 'Richmond, a brother-in-law 
of the bride identifying him. Within a 
\s'eekitwa3 found that the draft was a 
forgery and that the bridegroom hadjboi-- 
rowed §L") from the clergyman who bad 
performed the -svodding service. For sev- 
eral days it was impossiblo to obtain any 
clue to the 'whereabouts of the couple, 
as all tho letters were mailed on the trains. 
Finally it w.as learned that they were in 
Albany, where he had obtained ??-150 on 
a forged draft at a bank, having been in- 
troduced as "General Morton, a promi 
nent railroad man." When Rochester 
w.as reached, he sent his wife on to Al- 
bion, pretending to have business matters 
to settle and then to have missed tho 
train, lie there inserted nn item in the 
Kochcstor papers stating that his wife's 
mother had lieen injured, and this he 
sent to llis bride, with railroad passes, 
promising to meet her at Harri.sburg. 
Here she was found by liQC friends and 
informed of her husband's rascality. Since 
then other instances of his astonishing 
proclivity to domestic life have come to 
lighi. ."Vbout five years ago he deluded 
two young New York girls into marrying 
him. One of them he abandoned iu Wash- 
ington, can-ying ofT §500 of her money, 
and the other was soon deserted in Chi- 
cago after he had robbed her family of a 
considerable amount. He was married 
at Lakewood, N. J., .liily liith, only four 
days before liis Richmond marriage, claim- 
ing to bo an attache of the United States 
Legation at Faria. This bride was tho 
daughter of a clergyman whom he also 
swindled out of a sum of money. Two 
years ago he married a Chicago lady and 
took her to Philadelphia where ho was 
united to another bride. At little Rock, 
-Mo. , 1)0 was wedded to the daughter of 
an ex-Governor and a little later to a 
pretty widow in Ohio. All his wives 
have been of good social positions and 
surrounded by rich relatives. His average 
length of apprenticeship in liis marital[rc- 
lations has been one week, and he has at 
times 80 conducted himself aa to be toler- 
ably sure of escaping the punishment due 
his crimes, liy skillful forgeries ho has 
for several years post swindled various 
firms in the west and southwest out of 
largo sums of money. From a private 
banking firm in Alabama he obtained SG,- 
500 about a year ago, and got .^i2,O00 
more from a prominent citizenof Missouri 
about tho same time. Among Merritt 's 
other victims was thu Mining Bank, Dead- 
wood, to tho extent of §2, CCD; tho Fourth 
National Bank, St. Louis; Joplin, Mo., 
Bank, §2,000; L. P. Lockwood, Fort 
Smith, Ark., gioOO; Eirst National Bank 
Scdalia, Mo., §1,200; Beloit, Kan., bank, 
$3,000; Exchange Bank, Holton, Kan., 
g6,500. Once no was arrested by the St. 
Louis police on suspicion ef being a conn- 
tjrfeiter. A full sot of plates, dies and 
stamps were found in Ids possession, and 
he was placed under 810, 0(X) bail which 
ho jumped, and wasncvorafterward arrest- 
ed until Thursday. His arre.st was 
brought about bv A. B. Brownnll, ne- 
phew of Bishop BrownoU and brother- 
in-law of Miss Turpin, the latest vic- 
tim. Mr. ErowneU isengagoil in busi- 
ness in Richmond, and when it became 
evident that T^forton was a swindler ho 
shaved off his beard and started out in 
connection with Pinkorton'.s detec- 
tives to look iiim u[). When .Mr. 



P.rowncli met iNltrtou the latter pre- 
tended not to know him, saying, " Vou' 
vo got the best of mo," lo wliich Brown- 
ell dryly replied that he "guessed ho 
hail.,' The C^ity Marshal then took 
Morton into^'custody. By a singular 
ciincidence It happened that a man 
connected \fM\ theMis.'^ouri bank which 
Morton had swindled was in Lynn, and 
imniodiately went and identilled him. 
Merritt was arraigned in Boston and 
held in $5,000 bond.s uutil 'J'ucsday. 
It is extremely probable that this dis- 
tinguishpd "General" will not enter 
into fut|jer marriage relatioRS in the 
near futjnre. — Hartford Courani, Amj.
